Kentucky Cattle Outlook 

The outlook for beef cattle produc¬ 
tion in Kentucky is considered better 
than in the country as a whole, says 
a statement from the department of 
markets and rural finance of the uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky college of agri¬ 
culture. This is due to the fact that 
most cattle in this state are sent to 
market in th efall, after the cornbelt 
leedlots have been emptied; and also 
to the additional fact that next year 
western cattle men may be holding 
cattle off the market to replace herds 
depleted by drouth. 

The number of cattle in the United 
States has increased nearly 2,000,000 
in the past year. Likewise, there is 
an increase in the number of cattle 
on feed. Also, hog raising is on the 
increase. While there is an improved 
demand for meat, as a result of better 
conditions in business and Industry, 
the larger numbers of cattle, and of 
hogs, may bring lower prices, the 
cillege’s marketing men think.
